Centrary to what used to hn considered normal, 
if not even compulsory, court proceedure in The 
U. S. A. the trial judge has ruled that witnesses 
who have not even taken the stand may sit in the 
courtroom and hear the testimony of other wit- 
nesses whose testimony they are supposed to cor- 
roborate. And this too despite the fact that The 
Constitution itself prescribes that there must be 
at least two witnesses to each so-called overt act 
of treason, with which a person may be accused. 
Thus, of course, witnesses can hear the testimony 
of those who precede them on the stand; and thus 
be prepared against cross-examination questions 
which are calculated to cause them to give con- 
tradictory testimony. 

Furthermore, through a corps of special investi- 
gators the attorneys for the prosecution has been 
able to gather a full report on prospective juror, 
—— namely, on each talesman of the venire of 175 
who were summoned for jury service. Although 
the defendent, Robert H. Best, had been deprived 
of the opportunity to gather similar information 
the judge denied outright his petition that his At- 
torneys of Counsel be permitted access to this in- 
formation. Thus the prosecution were able to 
“hand-pick"” jurymen about whom they knew 
every detail of both conduct and attitude toward 
life; whereas the defense was forced to grope 
blindly in the matter of jury-challenges.
